The work 
of the branch was “ineffective,” 
the commission said, after Clay |

An exhibit filed with the Fer- 
guson Commission during closed 
hearings held in Berlin shows that |

telization branch, on March 13, 
1948, referred to “rumors” that 
Clay had ordered the change in, 
policy, and demanded a “clarifica- 
tion.” ; 

This memorandum, here 
public for the first time, said 
| part: 

“On March 11, 1948, Mr. Bronson | 
called a meeting of all the mem- | 
bers of the decartelization branch | 
and read excerpts from a memo- 
randum which he said you had | 
approved and had been approved | 
_in principle by the State Depart- | 
ment. | 

“This memorandum announced | 
_a ‘new policy’ for decartelization. |

Orders Cited. 

The communication then listed 
a number of orders, including the 
exclusion of prosecutions in the 
capital and heavy goods indus- 
tries. which the staff felt would 
make the whole program mean- 
ingless.

“St. Louis is lagging behind,” he 
declared.

in 1939. 

All Not Due to Fraud.

COUNTY URGeD 


Board Proposal Would 
Reduce Number From 
83 to 30 in Effort to 


Improve Facilities. 


The St. Louis County Board of 
Education urged last night in a 
report to be given the State Board 
of Educatign that the county’s 83 
schogl districts be consolidated 
into 30 in an effort to improve 
facilities offered pupils of the 
area. 

The recommendation, adopted 
at the County Health Center in 
Clayton at the county board’s 
nineteenth session op the problem, 
is required by law to be approved 
or disapproved by the state body 
within 60 days. If approved, it is 
to be sent back for a vote by 
residents of the districts desiring 
consolidation. 

State aid is provided for the 
erection of a central school build- 
ing or additions to present ones 
if they are selected by reason of 
the reorganization as part of the 
approved plan. A secondary ob- 
jective of the report is to equalize 
tax burden. Tax rates in existing 
districts vary from 35 cents to 
$3.05 on the $100 assessed valua- 
tion. 

The plan would result in eight 
grade schoo] districts instead of 
the present 60, and 22 first-class 
high school districts instead of 
23. Two high schools, Pattonville 
and Maryland Heights, would be 
located in the same district under 
the proposal. 


14 Districts Unchanged. 


Fourteen districts would remain 
unchanged if the report should be 
put into effect. They are Affton, 
Bayless, Brentwood, Clayton, 
Ferguson, Hancock, Jefferson 
Barracks, Kinloch, Maplewood- 
Richmond Heights, Normandy, 
Ritenour, University City, Wells- 
ton and West Walnut Manor.

The First Public Kindergarten 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Through a news article in the Post- 
Dispatch it has been questioned whether 
the kindergarten established by Susan 
Blow at the Des Peres school in 1873 
was the first one in the United States. 
At Des Peres school the first public kin- 
dergarten was founded. On the word 
“public” (meaning tax-supported) rests 
the authority of the claim. 

Many students of early kindergarten 
history know that the pre-school train- 
ing methods used by Friederich Froebel 
in the late 1830s were transplanted to 
America through some of the German 
immigrants who established small pri- 
vate classes in the mother tongue, a 
category to which the kindergarten es- 
tablished by the South St. Louis Turner 
School and Kindergarten, at Ninth and 
Julia streets in 1865, evidently belonged. 

American educators also founded ear- 
ly private classes: Elizabeth Peabody, a 
sister-in-law of Horace Mann, had a 
school in Boston in 1860; Mrs. Susan 
Pollock was in Washington in 1870 and 
in New York in 1871, Maria Boelte es- 
tablished classes where Susan Blow her- 
self received her practical training as 
an apprentice. 

In the Far West, Kate Douglas Wig- 
gin had a kindergarten in San Francisco 
in 1878. 

All of these used their own interpre- 
tations of Froebel’s philosophy of “Glied- 
ganzes” (that man is a self-determined 
whole individual, but at the same time 
is a member of a larger social whole), 
and of his methods of “Mother Play.” 
The little private kindergarten class 
that Susan Blow established in her 
home (the Blow mansion in Carondelet) 
in the spring of 1873 became the nucleus 
around which the Des Peres school class 
was formed in the fall of that year. 

From Supt. William Torrey Harris’ 
Annual Report of the Board of Public 
Schogls for the year 1876-77 we learn: 

In 1873 at the Des Peres school, in 
one “kindergarten-room, there was an — 
unpaid director (Susan Blow); one 
paid teacher (Mary Timberlake, prin- 
cipal primary teacher of the school); 
two unpaid apprentices (Synthia Do- 
zier and Sally Shawk) and 30 boys 
and 38 girls as pupils. 

In 1874 two rooms were used at the 
Des Peres school, and kindergartens 
were established at the Divoll and 
Everett schools. 

In 1875 there were 12 kindergartens, 
12 directors, 38 unpaid assistants (ap- 
prentices), 533 boy-pupils and 508 girl- 
pupils of an average of five years and 
four months. 

In 1876 there were 30 kindergartens 
in the St. Louis School System, with 
two supervisors reporting to Miss 
Blow (Miss Synthia Dozier and Mrs. 
C. J, Hildreth): Two grades of diplo- 
mas were issued to teaching-trainees; 
for directors, “to direct a kindergar- 
ten and instruct assistants”; and for 
assistants, “to conduct a kindergarten 
practically.” 

In 1877 the average cost to the city 
for each school-child was $13.75, and 
for each kindergarten-child was $5.76. 

Kindergarten pupils paid $1 quarterly 
for materials, if they could. 

Susan Blow gave generously of her 
practical idéalism and tireless energy 
to establish that early system of which

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Unification Comes First 
Unification of the nation’s armed services is 

the immediate goal that lies ahead of them. Not- 
withstanding what has been accomplished, prog- 
ress toward fhat goal has not been fast enough. 

It is to be earnestly hoped that Secretary of 
Defense Johnson’s sudden and drastic action in 
pulling the blocks from under the freshly-laid 
keel of the controversial giant 65,000-ton air- 
craft carrier will hasten unification. Apparent- 
ly he hoped to sever at one sharp stroke the 
Gordian knot in which the Navy ard the Air 
Force had tied themselves over the question of 
strategic bombing. 

Navy Secretary Sullivan considered this so 
much of a repudiation that he resigned. The 
question arises whether he might not have ren- 
dered greater service by staying and helping 
achieve unification. 

The Navy has been knocked into the doldrums 
of despair and the Air Force has been catapulted 
way up into “the wild blue yonder.” It would 
be an unhealthy development if these reactions 
were not of short duration. The Navy will have 
to square away and proceed under its reefed 
sail. The Air Force will have to get a little 
closer to earth and cut down hard on its pyro- 
technical publicity. Both must co-operate to the 
utmost. 

Any fears the Navy may have that it will suf- 
fer further curtailment of its air arm should be 
allayed by Secretary Johnson’s statement deny- 
ing that there are plans afoot to transfer ma- 
rine and naval aviation to other services. As 
a matter of fact, the Navy has almost 90 car- 
riers, from jeep to 45,000-tonner, in commis- 
sion or “mothballed.” This is a powerful force. 

The flattop force now at sea is spearheaded 
by three 45,000-tonners of the Midway carrier 
class. A few days ago, from the deck of one of 
these, a Lockheed Neptune arose off the Vir- 
ginia coast and flew over to the California coast 
and up and down it. A Neptune set the non- 
stop distance record of 11,200 miles two years 
ago. A Neptune is capable of carrying an atomic 
bomb. 

Thus, if it became necessary for the Navy to 
use the A-bomb against another navy or against 
a coastal target, it would be able to do so. The 
Neptunes are too big to land on a carrier but 
with 11,000-mile range they could reach a shore 
base. The Midway-class carriers would lack the 
protection that could be built into a 65,000-ton- 
ner, but they would present a smaller target and 
represent much less than an “all-the-eggs-in-one- 
basket”’ loss. 

It cannot be said that the aircraft carrier, in 
which the mobility and endurance of the ship is 
combined with the mobility and speed of the 
plane, has been scuttled. Its value as a mobile, 
seagoing base in an advanced area is still good. 
But it is set aside as a strategic weapon. 

Recognizing this, the Navy would do well to 
concentrate o1 the big problem that came over 
the horizon at the end of World War II and still 
looms as big as ever—the menace of the new 
high-speed, radar and sonar evading submarine. 

These are matters of specialized technical 
knowledge which only the top defense chiefs 
can or should decide. They are not the business 
of politicians—whether in the armed services or 
outside. That is why unification is so important. 
Overall administration of the national defense 
organization is Louis Johnson’s first goal. 
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A Texas Blow at the Poll Tax 


Texas’ Legislature has distinguished itsalf by 
enacting and passing on to popular referendum 
a measure which would repeal the poll tax pre- 
requisite to voting in that state. 

Georgia repealed the poll tax in the admin- 
istration of Ellis Arnall, an administration which 
reflected credit on the state in more ways than 
one. Of the states that still retain the poll tax 
prerequisite, the South Carolina Legislature has 
taken action similar to Texas’, and the referen- 
dum there is expected to confirm it. In Ten- 
nessee, whose poll tax repealer was struck down 
by the state supreme court in 1943, and in Ar- 
kansas and Virginia strong movements are un- 
der way to follow suit. 

How about the only two states in which the 
poll tax isn’t yet repealed or under heavy at- 
tack? They are Alabama and Mississippi. Isn’t 
that becoming a lonesome feeling, gentlemen? 


News Code 


Hobbles on the 

A salutary warning about the hobbles on the 
world news convention has been given to the 
United Nations General Assembly by the State 
Department. If the convention is adopted with 
the hobbles on, the United States won’t sign it, 
Assistant Secretary of State Allen serves notice. 
Since a world news convention without the 
United States in it would be no world conven- 
tion at all, the State Department is saying in 
effect to UN that it had better improve the 
document or forget it. 

The State Department’s objections are to the 
Mexican amendments which would sanction the 
ouster of foreign nmewspapermen by any gov- 
ernment on grounds so vague that they would 
permit the most dictatorial censorship. These 
amendments would turn an instrument for the 
freedom of news into an instrument for the 
suppression of news. They would lend the re- 
spectability of UN’s name to disreputable prac- 
tices. 

The world news convention can be saved if 
the General Assembly will send it back to the 
committee it came from, with orders to clean 
it up and resubmit it. 
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More Social Security 

Expansion of old-age insurance ranks high 
in the Fair Deal program, and a survey of 
House Ways and Means Committee members 
indicates that President Truman will see a bill 
covering much of what he asks. 

The committee is likely, the Associated Press 
finds, to bring in most of the 20,000,000 pro- 
ductive workers not now covered by old-age 
and survivors’ insurance, and to increase the 
maximum monthly benefit 50 per cent. (The 
$14.99 a month limit which an old person can 
earn without losing his annuity from the Gov- 
ernment should also be lifted.) Benefits may 
be made available to workers under 65 who 
become totally disabled. Farm operators, em- 
ployes of non-profit organizations, and state and 
local government workers may get an option 
to come in or stay out of the social security 
system. 

Larger benefits per person mean higher costs, 
but the AP does not expect the committee to 
boost the twin payroll and wage taxes beyond 
the increase to 144 per cent that takes effect 
next year. Yet the system is already taking in 
too little money to meet its estimated future 
obligations. So the continued low ceiling on the 
tax implies that the committee is willing to 
have the benefits eventually paid largely out 
of current revenue instead of from a multi- 


billion-dollar insurance reserve. Much of the 
cost would then be met from borréwed money 
in slack-income Years, and surplus receipts in 
good years could be used to pay off such bor- 
rowings. 

It is widely agreed that the social security 
system is good “depression insurance.” Larger 
benefits and the shift to pay-as-you-go would 
make it even stronger insurance. So the ques- 
tion before Congress is not only to make re- 
tired workers more secure in their old age but 
in some degree to prevent depressions that hurt 
people of all ages.

Never has the Missouri House of Representa- 
tives acted more certainly in the interests of 
justice and fair dealing than when it passed the 
bill to admit students to the State’s tax-sup- 
ported institutions of higher learning regardless 
of color of skin. 

The vote was 100 in favor of ending the old 
racial discrimination to 8 for keeping it intact. 
This overwhelming majority—this virtual una- 
nimity—shows that Missouri no longer cares 
to embarrass our stand overseas for equal civil 
rights for all citizens. And let no mistake be 
made, this prejudice has been a terrific em- 
barrassment. Many a person overseas to whom 
we are appealing needs to be convinced by evi- 
dence that we in the United States do not preach 
one thing and practice another. 

Since the House at Jefferson City is the body 
most representative of the sentiment of the state, 
there can be little doubt that the Senate will 
pass this bill promptly and send it to Gov. Smith 
for his signature. It cannot happen too soon. 

The victory in the House, for it is an out- 
standing victory, reflects credit on those indi- 
viduals and groups who have worked for it over 
many years. Particularly, it is a tribute to dele- 
gates to the 1945 Constitutional Convention, 
whose wise provision made this change possible 
by simple legislative enactment, and to the spe- 
cial legislative committee on equal rights, headed 
by Representative Elliott of St. Louis county. 
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Calling Off Gallantry 


Gallantry has now become a pain in the 
neck to women, according to the Otis Elevator 


(Co., which reports that they particularly wish 


men would quit being gallant in elevators. It 
slows up the service when the men deferen- 
tially—but mistakenly—remove their hats. 

If the Otis Elevator Co. wants to know some- 
thing else, gallantry is a nuisance in more 
places than elevators. It is pitiful to see a woman 
crossing a street with a man hanging onto her 
under the deluded notion that he is being a 
help. It touches the tenderest sensibilities to see 
a woman trying to keep from being run over 
by a man who is walking on the inside and de- 
termined to get on the outside at. any cost. 

As a matter of fact, women were suckers to 
fall for gallantry in the first place. They don’t 
have the flair for it. A damsel mooning in a 
castle tower, awaiting her knight, never did 
look romantic, she looked bored. Furthermore, 
gallantry only accustomed women to a lot of 
deference they didn’t déserve, to no particular 
improvement in their manners. Their present 
desire to be accepted as human beings is fine, 
and the Otis Elevator Co. can take them up 
several floors in our estimation. 
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Higher Fares Again? 

What does the St. Louis Public Service Co.'s 
reported January-February-March deficit do to 
the hope of keeping the 10-cent fare and re- 
gaining the popular weekly passes? A fair 
answer will not be possible until the Missouri 
Public Service Commission meets in June to ap- 
praise the current 90-day experiment with tem- 
porary fare increases. Nevertheless, the com- 
pany seized the occasion of the report to say 
it must have more money. 

This may prove to be, true, but the claim is 
premature, and it requires proof. There is room 
for difference of opinion in corporation reports, 
and public utility reports, in particular, are 
slanted to gain the sympathy of patrons and reg- 
ulatory officials. The Public Service Co. invites 
a sympathetic reception but a skeptical one, for 
it is ruled by an absentee holding company that 
has recently been convicted of monopolistic 
practices, and the St. Louis subsidiary made 
some palpably outrageous claims in its argu- 
ment for the recent fare increase. 

An important new factor has entered the 
problem in recent weeks, namely, the passing of 
the peak of inflation. This already seems to 
show up in the company’s report of operating 
expenses only 2.98 per cent above the expenses 
of the first quarter of 1948, despite the substan- 
tial wage increase at the beginning of 1949. 
Savings through the continued easing-off of in- 
flation, or by a conscious economy campaigr 
within the company, or by eliminating improp- 
erly claimed expenses, might turn the reported 
deficit into an adequate profit. 

A further fare increase would be an unhappy 
result for the company if it drove down patron- 
age and income. No doubt the State Commis- 
sion will also be mindful that higher fares on 
urban mass transportation, a basic necessity, 
would hurt a great many people at a time when 
other prices and many individual incomes had 
lost their boom-time flushness. 
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Absentee Voting—a Right 

One of the most meritorious items in Gov. 
Smith’s program, a law to permit absentee vot- 
ing “from anywhere in the world” in primary, 
general and special elections, has moved half- 
way to fruition by a 2-to-1 majority in the Mis- 
souri House. If the Senate follows suit and 
passes the Rucker bill, Missouri will join at least 
40 other states that accept absentee ballots in 
general elections and 33 that permit them in 
primaries. All the states bordering Missouri 
have such laws. 

Under the present law, only Missourians in 
military service can vote from outside the state. 
But a much larger number of civilians lose 
their right to vote because business or pleasure 
takes them outside the state, or because they 
are confined to hospitals and their homes by 
illness or disability. 

The change proposed by Representative 
Rucker takes recognition that the time is long 
past when few people traveled. It moves be- 
latedly to end an unwarranted restriction on 
the democratic franchise that has already been 
removed by most states, including most of the 
South. 

The absentee voting bill deserves the Sen- 
ate’s prompt concurrence. 
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Mr. Truman says it takes a person with the 
hide of an elephant to work for the Government 
nowadays. And not only that, but as he well 
knows, y»u had to take the hide off the elephant

We are witnessing within our own de- 
mocracies a great struggle of ideas. West- 
ern industrial civilization grew up under 
the domination of a system of ideas that 
we now Call those of the Right. It exalted 
material progress and production, and un- 
der it more wealth has been created than 
was ever before imagined. But it also took 
relatively little notice of the miseries and 
the injustices that were the price of its 
progress. We have therefore in the last 
generation seen the rise of the opposite 
doctrines of the Left, which exalt the se- 
curity and social welfare of the individual, 
even at the cost of economic efficiency. 

I do not believe that any of us can af- 
ford to be fundamentalists in this conflict. 
There is far too much of the logic of the 
twentiéth century in the ideas of the Left 
for it to be possible to sweep them aside. 


Mating of Right and Left 


I am one of those who think that the 
movement to the Left of the last 20 years 
has gone too far and that the time is due 
for a tack to the Right. But there must 
be both elements in our twentieth-century 
society, and we shall spend the rest of 
our lives learning how they car be trained 
to double harness. 

When I contemplate the general state

Out of the Mountain Legends 


LITTLE SQUIRE JIM, by Robert K, Marshall. (Duell, 
Sloan and Pearce, 255 pgs., $2.75.) 


Robert Marshall came out of the moun- 
tains and into the great world in search 
of learning. From the universities and 
Europe he gathered the knowledge that he 
couldn’t find in the mountains. But when 
he had a job of writing to do he went 
back where he came from for the wisdom-

That is the explanation Marghall gives 
for writing “Little Squire Jim,” a tale 
that he says is basically factual, though 
weird and fanciful, and one that came to 
him through the legends and imaginations 
of the mountain people. The story of Little 
Squire Jim, as he tells it, is the stuff that 
ballads are made of. 

This Little Squire Jim belonged to the 
Boyden tribe whose men have been fated 
to be killed suddenly, violently, and, so 
far as the record goes, mysteriously, 
Everybody in the region of Crocketts Cove 
knew all about this and they knew, too, 
that the Little Squire wouldn’t be spared. 
The Little Squire himself, named after his 
father, Big Squire, also knew it, as well 
he might, for it was a prophecy spoken 
by old Lucy McVay, the stormy night that 
he was born. So, almost before he under- 
stood the meaning of life, he regarded 
himself as marked for violent death. 

A strange and silent lad was Little 
Squire, a half-wild creature of moods and 
tempers that made him feared by other 
children and distrusted by his elders, who, 
however, held him in a sort of tolerance 
because of the fate, not of his own choos- 
ing, that hung over him.

and that once they knew they were work- 
ing for the community, there would be 
fewer disputes, less absenteeism, and a 
general improvement in keenness and pro- 
ductivity. We now know—what most of us 
suspected—that this is bunkum. 


Miracles That Didn’t Happen 


Another of the arguments has always 
been that, when an industry is no longer 
managed by those who chance to. be its 
owners, but a deliberate selection of the 
best men available is made, the quality of 
the top management will improve. This 
also, I think, has been disproved. 

Another of the traditional arguments 
has always been that if the industries 
that are heavy users of capital—fuel, pow- 
er, transport, and steel—are all brought 
into public ownership, it will be very much 
easier for the Government to work out an 
effective program for the smoothing out of 
economic fluctuations. In praetice, things 
do not work out so simply. The more emi- 
nent and competent are the boards ap- 
pointed to run the nationalized industries, 
the more will they insist on having their 
own point of view. As one of the British 
economic planners was heard to observe 
not long ago, “British industry is now di- 
vided into two sections: privately owned 
industry, over which the Government has 
a fair degree of control; and publicly owned 
industry, over which the central organs of 
the Government have no control at all.” 

In all these ways the arguments in favor 


disproved, and the belief that there was 
some magic in the mere fact of public 
ownership has faded. Bunt I think it is 
equally true to say that the arguments 
against public ownership in principle have 
also—I won’t say been disproved, but I 
will say that they have been discovered 
to have very little immediate application. 

Certainly no disasters have followed upon 
nationalization. On the contrary, these in- 
dustries have continued to be managed by 
the same sort of people as they were be- 
fore, and in exactly the same way. 


Britons Will Remain Free 


I have sometimes heard the argument 
in America that, since Communismxzmeans 
a complete loss of liberty, every sdeialist 
experiment must mean some loss of liberty. 
That seems to me to be poor logic—unless 
you are prepared to admit that the Ameri- 
can public school system, the United 
States Post Office, the state banking com- 
missions, and the Maritime Commission 
are all of them limbs of tyranny. Cer- 
tainly nobody in England thinks the basic 
liberties are endangered by the socialist 
experiments we have had. 

Whatever other defects the British 
democracy may have, it is not given to 
immoderation. I think Americans can rely 
upon it that the socialist experiment will 
be put to the most searching test at least 
once in every five years, and that by this 
process what is proved to be error in it 
will be washed away, while what is valu- 
able will remain to add a few more stones 
to that great edifice of human achieve- 
ment known as the society of free men.

The London agreements 
provided that there is to be con- 
sultation among the three occu- 
Pying powers in the event of 
any threat of German military 
resurgence; that their armed 
forces are to remain in Germany 
unit the peace of Europe is se- 
cure; that a joint military se- 
curity board should be created 
with powers of inspection to in- 
sure against both military and 
industrial - rearrangement; that 
all agreed disarmament and de- 
militarization measures should 
be maintained in force; and’ 
that long-term demilitarization 
measures should be agreed upon 
prior to the end of the occupa- 
tion. It should be observed that 
these far-reaching safeguards 
are to accompany the more con- 
structive aspects of the program 
and assure that the new powers 
and responsibilities assumed by 
the may not be abused. 
During the last 10 months 
notable progress has been made 
in Western Germany which is 
apparent to all the world. An 
entirely new atmosphere of hope 
and creative activity has _ re- 
placed the lethargy and despair 
of a year ago. Much of the 
London program is well on the 
way to realization. An agree- 
ment establishing the interna- 
tional authority for the Ruhr 
has been drafted and approved. 
The military security board has 
been established. The bizone 
a French zone are participat- 
fully in the European Re- 
cies Program. Agreements 
ove been reached with respect 
to such difficult and contro- 
verted issues as the protection 
of foreign property rights in 
Germany, the revision of lists of 
plants scheduléd for dismantling 
on reparations account, and de- 
termination of restricted and 
prohibited industries, 


A short time ago we all felt that 
we should have a fresh look at 
the German problem. This was 
done in Washington while ete 
Bevin and Mr. Schuman wefe 
there earlier this month. The | 
genuine readiness of the partici-| 
pating governments to sacrifice’ 
special points of view to the com- 
mon good has made _ it possible to 
reach a degree of accord far ex- 
ceeding what could have been 
hoped for only a month or two 
ago. 

There were three particularly 
important features about the 
agreements on German policy 
which resulted from these conh- 
versations. The first, was the 
striking harmony in essential 
outlook. The second, was the 
removal of the obstacles to the 
fulfillment of the constructive 
London program which had de- 
veloped through diverse Allied 
disagreements. Thirdly, the three 
_ governments acknowledged the 
need for the termination of mili- 
tary government and its replace- 
ment by a civilian Allied com- 
mission at the time of the estab- 
lishment of the German federal 
republic. This last is a great 
step forward toward peace, in 
my opinion. 


the harmony of .iew reached by 
the three governments on a com- 
mon policy for Germany, you all 
know that matters of German pol- 
icy have been, in the past, issues 
of great controversy. I suppose 
that it is a result of the depth of 
the historical background, the 
emotions and passions that have 
been aroused as a result of Ger- 
many’s aggressive wars, and the 
inevitable importance attached to 
the course of German develop- 
ments. It is therefore not strange 
that there should be distinct Amer- 
ican, British and French views on 
Germany. 
Western Allied Harmony. 


But I see in the successful out- 
come of our recent Washington 
talks the prospect that France, 
Great Britain and the United 
States are developing a common 
policy toward Germany based on 
mutual understanding and reason- 
ableness. The continuation of this 
development of a common policy, 
which I am convinced will occur, 
and toward which I shall lend 
every effort, is an essential ele- 
ment in an enduring peace in 
Central Europe. 


The agreement in Washington 
on the text of an occupation 
statute has removed one of the 
major obstacles to the establish- 
ment of the German federal re- 
public. The Parliamentary Coun- 
cil met at Bonn on Sept. 1, and 
has been working diligently to 
draft a basic law or provisional 
constitution for a federal] German 
government. Since last December 
its leaders have requested the text 
of the occupation statute which 
had been promised to the parlia- 
mentary council before completion 
of its work. 7 


The three occupying powers 
haye been discussing the occupa- 
tion statute’ since last August. In 
the course of these many months 
draft accupation statute had be- 
come a very heavy, comphicated 
and legalistic document. The three 
foreign ministers approved the 
text of an occupation statute in a 
new and simpler form which was 
then transmitted to the German 
Parliamentary Coufcil at Bonn. 
According to latest reports, all the 
controversial issues with respect 
to the basic law have been settled, 
all differences between the occu- 
pying powers and the Germans 
and among the Germans them- 
selves have been resolved, and a 
constitution is expected to be ap- 
proved by the parliamentary coun- 
cil by May 15. 


The establishment of a Ger- 
man government does not, and 
cannot at this time, mean the 
end of the occupation of Ger- 
many. If democratic self-gov- 
ernment is to be introduced in 
Germany it must be given a 
chance to live. It cannot thrive 
if its powers are in question, or 
if it is subject to arbitrary in- 
tervention. The occupation stat- 
ute defines the powers to be re- 
tained by the occupying authori- 
ties upon the establishment of 
the German federal republic and 
sets forth the basic procedures 
for the operation of Allied super- 
vision. 


The reserved powers have been 
retained in such fields as disarma- 
ment and demilitarization; con- 
trols in 
reparations, 
foreign affairs; displaced per- 
sons; security of Allied forces and 
representatives; control over for- 
eign trade. 

Key Issue of Future. 


The key issue for the future 


will .be the manner and extent fo | 


regard to the Ruhr, | 
and decartelization;. 


which the Allied authorities exer- 
cise their powers. A practicable 
basis for co-operation between the 
western Allies and the future fed- 
eral western government, will 
have to be sought, through which 
the German people may exercise 
democratic self-government under 
the statute. 

Provision is made in the occu- 
pation statute for a review of its 
terms after a year in force. 

In accordance with the statute, 
the action of the German Gov- 
ernment authorities generally does 
not require affirmative Allied ap- 
proval, This means that the day- 
to-day operations of the German 
Government cannot be thwarted 
by the veto of one occupying pow- 
er or by Allied disagreement. Ger- 
man Government authorities will 
be at liberty to take administra- 
tive and legislation action, and 
such action will be valid of not 
disapproved by Allied authorities. 

There is one important element 
in the Washington agreements on 
the economic side that I want to 
stress because it is a good indica- 
tion of our intent. As you know, 
this government has expended in 
Germany since the cessation of 
hostilities large sums of appropri- 
ated funds. in order to feed the 
German people and support the 
German economy. These sums 
were carried in the Army budget. 
Since the commencement of eco- 
nomic co-operation aid, the bi- 
zonal area and the French zone 
have been receiving ECA funds, 
and the military governors of the 
bizonal and the French zone con- 
cluded ECA agreements with the 
United States Government. 


It has now been agreed that 
with the establishment of the 
German -federal republic, funds 
provided by the United States 
Government to the German 
economy will be made available 
through the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administration. The Ger- 
man. federal republic would it- 
self execute a bilateral ECA 
agreement with the United 
States Government, and would 
likewise become a party to the 
Convention for European Eco- 
nomic Co-operation and partici- 
pate as a full member in the 
organizatjon for European eco- 
nomic co-operation. 

The German economy has re- 
sponded energetically to the cur- 
rency reform of last June and to 
the recovery assistance already re- 
ceived. The German workshop is 
beginning again to produce, for 
itself, for its western European 
neighbors, and for other co-op- 
erating countries. The Germans 
now, under the foreseen arrange- 
ments, will have an opportunity 
through their own Government to 
become a responsible partner in 
the European Recovery Program. 

The Washington agreements 
envisage at the time of the es- 
tablishment of the German fed- 
eral republic the termination of 
military government and its re- 
placement by an Allied high 
commission of civilian character. 
Military functions will continue 
to be exercised by military com- 
manders, but each of the Allied 
establishments in Germany, 
aside from occupation forces, 
will come under the direction 
of a high commissioner. The 
functions of the Allied authori- 
ties are to become mainly 
supervisory. 

The three foreign ministers on 
April 8 sent a joint message of 
appreciation to their military gov- 
ernors for the pioneer work they 
had done in Germany. This ac- 
tion was based upon moving 
tributes paid during our discus- 
sions to the devoted efforts of 


\ 


the military governors. We Amer- 
icans take just and special pride 
in our military governor, 
Clay. I believe firmly that his- 
tory will record that the United 
States has been well served by 
him. It is in accordance with his 
views and the views of the na- 
tional military establishment that 
we are looking forward to the 
transfer of the control agencies 
in Germany to civilian hands. 
This change is an interim meas- 
ure, to be sure, but in the right 
direction, the direction of peace. 
I know that this thought must 
be arising in your minds, at this 
stage. How long must we be 
satisfied with interim Measures

Fred Boysen, a 22-year-old un- 
employed Puerto Rican, was in 
Sydenham Hospital over night. He 
said his presence in the hospital 
was the result of a fast and fu- 
rious attack by Durocher after 
yesterday’s Giants-Dodgers game 
which the Dodgers won, 15-2, at the 
Polo Grounds here. Boysen said 
he would file assault and battery 
charges against Durocher. 


The charges, if they stick, may 
well mean the end of Durocher’s 
stormy baseball career. This was 
the second time he was accused of 
an attack on a heckling fan, and 
he also has against him a one- 
year suspension for “conduct 
detrimental to baseball.” 


Boysen admitted he had razzed 
Durocher from his seat behind the 
Giants’ dugout throughout yester- 
day’s game. Afterward, he said, 
“I rushed across the field to con- 
gratulate Jackie Robinson of the 
Dodgers. Durocher hit me from 
behind and then kicked me in the 
groin while I was down. I can 
positively identify him as Du- 
rocher.” 

Durocher told reporters, “All I 
know is somebody grabbed for my 
cap. I grabbed it back and kept 
going to the clubhouse. That’s 
all.” 

Asked to elaborate, Durocher in- 
sisted, “I didnt’ hit him. I didn’t 
hit him. I didn’t hit him. That’s 
all.

to say?” | 

Boysen said he attended the) 
game yesterday with his cousin, 
Louis Rodriguez, and that, as a 
Dodger fan ,he spent the afternoon 
giving Durocher a continual razz- 
berry. Then after the game, as 
he rushed across the field, Du- 
rocher charged him, he said. 

“T didn’t even see Durocher he- 
hind me when he first hit me,” 
Boysen said. “But when I fell 


after the first punch I saw it was |

coming, I would have been all 
set for him. But he hit me from 
behind.” 

Rodriguez said his cousin 
walked out of the stadium and 
then collapsed on the sidewalk. 
He helped him into a taxicab and 
took him to the hospital, where 
he collapsed again. Dr. Juan 
Ortega admitted Boysen for treat- 
ment and examination. 

Boysen was examined early to- 
day and Dr. Charles Kessler said 
that the patient was suffering 
from “no acute illness and no 
bruises.” ° 

Boysen said he had not slept 
well during the night because “I 
still have a pain in the left side. 
That’s where I was kicked.” 

X-ray pictures were taken but 
Dr. Kessler explained that they 
“will have to be interpreted by 
hospital specialists” later today. 

Boysen was released from the 
hospital this afternoon. Hospital 
authorities said that all X-ray re- 
ports were negative. 


Dodger Supports Fan’s Story. 

A Brooklyn player who asked 
that he not be identified said he 
saw the alleged fight. 

“After the game, Durocher 
stood in the third base coaching 
box for a few seconds watching 
the fans pour out of the stands,” 
he said.

BILL TO LET STATE 
TREASURER INVEST 
FUNDS ADVANCED 


Measure Woild Allow In- 
terest Bearing Deposits in 
Banks, Purchase of Bonds.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 29— 
The State Treasurer ‘of Missouri 
would be authorized to invest state 
treasury funds in income produc- 
ing state or Federal Government 
bonds, or to place them in inter- 
est bearing time deposits in banks, 
under a measure perfected today 
by the House. 

Under present constitutional and 
statutory provisions the state re- 
ceives no interest on the more 
than $100,000,000 of treasury funds 
deposited in about 175 Missouri 
banks designated as state deposi- 
tories. There is no authorization 
for short-term investment of these 
funds in Government bonds, or 
placing them in time deposits on 
which banks pay interest. 

This situation has existed since 
the depression period of the 1930s 
when federal and state banking 
laws were amended, and federal 
regulations adopted preventing 
banks from paying interest on de- 
mand deposits. All state funds 


‘now in banks are in demand de- 
posits.

Survey in St. Louis Puts 
Total at $326 Per Employe 
— Scope of Excess. 


St. Louis workers received $326 
in insurance payments, pension 
premiums, old-age and survivors 
insurance and other payments 
over and above their total wages 
in 1947, a survey by the Economic 
Research Department of the Unit- 


ed -States Chamber of Comimerce 
disclosed today. 

The survey, entitled “The Hid- 
den Payroll,” was a study of non- 
wage payments made by employers 
throughout the country. The aver- 
age amount paid workers on a 
national scale was $424, the report 
said. This figure represented an 
additional payment to workers, 
above their wages, of an average 
of 20.5 cents an hour for each 


‘hour worked. The St. Louis fig- 


ure, $326, represented 15.9. cents 
an hour over and above wages 
for each hour worked. 

Result of the survey was to 
show that the nation’s wage rate 
is no longer a true reflection of 
labor costs. of operating business, 
the report said. Trends among 
employers, it added, appeared to 
be more and more toward provid- 
ing additional non-wage benefits 
for employes. : 

In addition to non-wage pay- 
ments mentioned, others taken 
into consideration by the survey 
were workmen’s compensation, 
discount on goods purchased, tui- 
tion refunds, profit sharing, pay- 
ments for time not worked, non- 
production bonuses, vacations with 
pay and payments for holidays not 
worked. 

One hundred and nine firms in 
St. Louis were included in the sur- 
vey. Of these three reported non- 
Wage payments equivalent to 30 
per cent of the wage bill. More 
than half fell into the range that 
paid 8 to 16 per cent of the wage 
bill in non-wage benefits and only 
six reported payments less than 6 
per cent. :

December 
fatalities were 46 per cent below 
those of the same month the year 
before., 

Denver’s campaign against traf- 
fic violators is paying off, too, the 
survey found. A study of the 
city’s traffic court system result- 
ed in establishment of a separate 
traffic court and increased fines 
for old offendérs,

Director-Writer John Huston hasn't fashioned another 
Madre,” out of “WE WERE STRANGERS,” at the 
THEATER, but he has made this story of Cuban 
Revolutionary plotting a fairly tense and absorbing film, rich 
in characterization, the best offering in an 

otherwise ordinary week. 

It is typical of Huston’s technique that 
each character is brought into sharp relief, 
that each scene is worked out with economy 
and force to be an integral part of the story 
line. There are né wasted characters, no 
wasted action or motion. Even the minor 

Players and incidental bits stand out and are remembered. 
Bo even a routine melodramatic plot like this one is made a 
Series of graphic scenes, tightly knit into a whole, with the 
interest never lagging. 

Taking the Cuban incident from Robert Sylvester's novel, 
"Rough Sketch,” Huston has made.it a straight romantic 
melodrama. The book was a study of an opportunist, Tony 
Fenner, the Cuban-American who was plotting the revolution 
for all he could get, and who was a complete cynic about 
wealthy exiles who promote Latin-American revolts from safe 
distances, moving in as heroes if the dirty work has been 
®uccessfully accomplished. Here Fenner, played by John 
Garfield, is an unblemished patriot and hero, who turns down 
a chance to escape to Miami, (which he took in the book) 
and comes back to shoot it out to the death with the secret 
police in a blaze of tommy-gun fire and dynamite explosions. 
Probably it would have been a better film if Huston had 
retained this cynical outlook, but, in turning to the better 
box-office action type of climax, he has at least made it a 
highly exciting piece of action. j 

All the cast are quite competent, including Jennifer Jones 
as the Cuban heroine, Pedro Armendariz as one of the pora, 
or secret police, and Gilbert Roland as a light-hearted dock- 
worker and conspirator. Armendariz is given one of the 
most juicily revolting scenes a villain has had in years when 
he eats and drinks himself into a stupor while trying to 
make love to Jennifer. Roland, who has specialized before 
as a Latin lover or gigolo and has never remotely been 
accused of being an actor, comes out with a surprisingly 
good performance. Another former Latin lover, Ramon 
Novarro, who may be identified for the bobby-soxers as one 
of the big stars of the 1920’s, is brought back in a couple of 
gcenes as the chief of the conspirators. Wearing spectacles 
and an old tennis hat and smoking a cigar, of all things. 
T-Men Again 

For years the F.B.I. men held sway as movie glamour-boys, 
while the poor Treasury Department sleuths suffered in the 
shadows far from the klieg-lights. Now there’s a rash of T-man 
films, of which the fourth and latest is “THE UNDERCOVER 

MAN,” at the FOX. This is about the work 
of the Treasury Intelligence Unit In sending 
up a gang-lord for income tax evasion after 
his murdering and racketeering went un- 
punished for years. It’s supposed to be a fac- 
tual account, and the film is done in Ssemi- 
documentary style. But, with a curious dis- 
play of undaunted caution, the film producers 
refuse to identify the gang-lord except as “The Big Fellow,” al- 
though anyone over 21 can guess easily enough who he is. Well, 
if they” won’t name him, neither will we. Most of the back- 
ground scenes were photographed in California cities, so the 
city concerned in the story couldn’t possible be Chicago. 

In spite of that and some Hollywood touches, much of 
“The Undercover Man” seems to be authentic stuff and is 
pretty interesting. The story is concisely and realistically told. 
The wall of fear which blocks the Treasury men in their Inves- 
tigation for so long is well detailed, and there are some ex- 
citing scenes, such as the murder of a stool-pigeon on a 
crowded street after a foot-chase, The film concentrates quite 
honestly for a while on the vast accounting task evolved in 
getting the income tax records, but gives in to stock heroics 
finally when Glenn Ford, as the chief of the investigators, 
kills some of the gangsters in a warehouse alley fight. 
Numbers Racket 

John Garfield makes another appearence on the local 
gcreen this week, this time as a lawyer engaged in taking 
over the New York City numbers racket in “FORCE OF EVIL,” 
epening tomorrow at LOEW’S STATE.

high-pressure schemer until a couple of 

double-crosses by his associates, the influence 
of a nice girl, and the death of his brother, 
who always wanted to be just an honest 
small-time numbers operator and shrank in 
horror from the big combine, make him 
see the light. He has a pistol fight with 
two other racketeers in an apartment, steps 
over their bodies and emerges into the dawn with his girl, 
supposedly purified enough to qualify as a hero under the 
Johnston office moral code. 

Sometimes the dialogue by Director Abraham Polonsky 
and Ira Wolfert gets a little arty, but the film is forceful 
enough as melodrama to hold interest. Garfield is convincing, 
as he usually always is. Thomas Gomez gives a good per- 
formance as the harried brother, and Beatrice Pearson, a 
recruit from the stage, offers a refreshing soft personality. 

The.co-feature, “CAUGHT.” is a horrible example of how 
three good actors can be miscast and misused. The English 
gtar, James Mason, having achieved some popularity in America 
because of his meanness towards the ladies, is cast as an 
opposite type in this, his first American film. He’s a poor, 
hard-working pediatrician on Manhattan's lower East Side 
who is very kind to Barbara Bel Geddes when she flees 
from her psychopathically cruel millionaire husband and 
starts to earn her own living. The role of the husband was 
made to order for Mason's coldly sardonic style, but Robert 
Ryan plays it instead. All three of the principals work gamely, 
but can’t Go much with the low-voltage story and direction.

“Nothing so abruptly jolts me 
as the slovenly habit of sloughing 
over the name of a person, place, 
or thing with ‘whatyoumaycallit.’ 
I dearly love colloquialisms; and 
idioms send me searching through 
books to find their source. But 
people with their whatyoumaycall- 
its‘ are getting on my whatyou- 
maycallit so much that I’m afraid 
of losing my whatyoumaycallit.” 

The whatyoumaycallit habit can 
be extremely annoying when 
carried to excess. But it’s a use- 
ful word if not overworked. 

It is strange that we do not 
have a popular and legitimate 
word which means “this person, 
place, or thing, the name of which 
I do not know or have forgotten,” 
for we have constant need of 
such a word, hence the coinage of 
whatyoumaycallit. 

In ‘this mechanical, electronic, 
and atomic age, we non-technical 
People are eternally pressing but- 
tons, twisting dials, throwing 
switches, and working contriv- 
ances the names of which we do 
not know. 

It is only natural, then, to em- 
Ploy such nonsensical terms as 
thingumabob, thingamajig, gaget, 
gimmick in designating any de- 
vice of a technical nature. Even 
the word contraption, it may sur- 
prise you to know, is illegitimate 
and originally was slang. 

The slang dictionaries list sev- 
eral hundred whatyoumaycallit 
words like dingbat, whatsis, thing- 
amadodger, dofunny, jigger, hic- 
key, hootenanny, doflicker, dingus, 
whoozits, dodad, hoodus, dohickie. 

To be sure, they are inelegant, 
and do not belong in serious 
speech or writing. But in col-

E had an amusing situation 
W in committee No. 3 yesterday 

afternoon during the argu- 
ment on the inclusion of the “co- 
lonial clause” in one of the cov- 
enants on freedom of information. 
This is a very simple clause 
which the United Kingdom is al- 
ways obliged to ask to have in- 
cluded. Under the constitutions 
which the United Kingdom has 
granted to some of its self-govern- 
ing territories, the Government of 
Great Britain has no right .to 
make certain decisions for those 
territories. The respective ‘legis- 
latures decide on questions of do- 
mesti¢ policy. 

Therefore, when the United 
Kingdom signs a convention, it 
always has to ask to include a 
clause which says, in brief, .that 
this convention will go into effect 
immediately within the United 
Kingdom and its dependencies ex- 
cept where those dependencies 
have certain constitutional rights 
of self-government. In the case of 
these self-governing territories the 
United Kingdom undertakes to 
put before them as quickly as pos- 
sible the undertakings in this con- 
vention and to urge them to ad- 
here to the convention. 

Always the Soviet Union and its 
satellites argue that this is pure 
camouflage, that it is just be- 
cause the metropolitan territory 
does not wish to see these colonial 
territories benefitted and there- 
fore will not adhere for them, Ex- 
planations seem to fall upon deaf 
ears; and the Soviets are often 
joined by some of the South Am- 
erican countries. In this particular 
case they also were joined by the 
Arab states. 

Yesterday we saw the ludicrous 
situation of the Soviet Union arg- 
uing passionately that all the co- 


Jonial territories should be given 
the advantage which adherence to 
this convention would bring after 
arguing up to this point against 
everything in the convention. 

The oppositioh on the part of 
Great Britain, said the Soviets, 
simply meant that Great Britain 
did not want reporters in these 
territories telling the world what 
conditions they found there. 
Russia seemed tod forget comp- 
letely that for days it had been 
arguing that this convention was 
a very bad ore, that it invaded 
the domestic rights of states and 
that it had voted against prac- 
tically every provision! Suddenly, 
what she considered so bad she 
was contending must be granted 
to the colonial territories. 

The United Kingdom stated its 
case extremely clearly, but I think 
it was the fina] statement of Er- 
win D. Canham, United States 
representative, pointing out the 
Judicrous argument that was be- 
ing put before the committee 
which finally brought a good vote 
in favor of the colonial clause. 
The first part of the Polish 
amendment was included in the 
United States’ amendment, and 
we felt that the article finally 
adopted was very good.

serted their other classes and 
spent an entire day working on a 
history class project. The project 
did not consist of doing research 
among musty old volumes or com- 
piling data on the ancient Greeks. 
It consisted of a visit to a half 
dozen Community Chest agencies 
where they studied at first hand 
the problems of day nurseries, 
public housing, hospital clinics, 
and occupational therapy. 

All this is part of the “Con- 
temporary Problems” class, a type 
of class that is in operation in 
many high schools but has been 
worked out to a high degree of 
efficiency at Mary Institute. A 
school sometimes erroneously con- 
sidered as offering majors only 
in the fine art of standing in a 
receiving line or bowing before 
the Veiled Prophet, Mary Institute 
has of recent years, spent an in- 
creasing amount of time making 
its students conscious of society 
with a small, not a capital, S. 

“What we're trying to teach 
them is their responsibility toward 
community life,” says Mrs. Wal- 
ter D. Condie, head of the history 
department, who started the class 
in Contemporary Problems six 
years ago. “We want our students 
to think along lines that are bas- 
ically socially conscious. Whether 
they become heads of households 
or go into careers, we hope their 
activities in mature life will have 
a decided emphasis on community 
affairs. And it’s my opinion that 
you can’t capture social conscious- 
ness if you wait until the girls 
reach college; you must _ instill 
the interest at this age.” 

In order to study current con- 
ditions more thoroughly, each 
girl in the class chooses one prob- 
lem on which she reports, the 
Negro discrimination problem, the 
housing shortage, juvenile delin- 
quency, displaced persons, mental 
hospitals, veteran questions.

At the Industrial Aid for the 
Blind, students working on the 
problems of the handicapped, saw 
the almost unbelievable work at 
sewing and other skills. On a 
step-by-step tour with Mrs. V. 
Cervantes, they watched the mak- 
ing of brooms and mops and door 
mats—‘“things you don’t pay much 


attention to when you’re buying 
or using them,” saidgone girl. 

At Carr Square Village, Negro 
housing project, Director John 
Hays invited their questions on 
housing and was greeted with a 
barrage that kept him on his toes. 
What are the rentals? How are 
tenants selected? How many resi- 
dents formerly lived in the same 
district? How had they felt when 
the slums were being torn down? 
Had juvenile delinquency decreased 
under the project? (The police 
hadn’t visited there a dozen times 
in seven years where formerly the 
record had been several times a 
day, they were told.) Was there a 
tendency to keep incomes down in 
order to be eligible for the proj- 
ect? (There was, Hays admitted, 
but it was discouraged.) What 
did they do about people who 
didn’t keep their part of the prop- 
erty clean? (Throw them out.) 

After a picnic lunch, the after- 
noon tour continued with visits to 
Barnes Hospital, the Occupational 


Therapy Workshop, 4567 Scott ave- 
nue, and St. Ann’s Infant and Ma- 
ternity Home. At Barnes, the stu- 
dents’ were impressed. with the 
nurses who conducted their tour, 
at the Occupational Therapy 
Workshop with the solving of be- 
haviour problems, at St. Ann’s 
with the fact that children were 
treated as individuals rather than 
regimented.

OME of the students were suf- 
\ ficiently impressed with their 
tour that they enlisted as vol- 
unteers at the projects visited, ac- 
tive volunteer work being another 
phase of their “Contemporary 
Problems” classwork. 

One of the interesting sidelights 
of the course is that it must stimu- 
late more family discussions and 
interest in contemporary problems,

Naturally, East-West’s 70 score 
influenced the bidding. North said 
later that he had not TIiked 
doubling one spade for a takeout, 
but had chosen that course be- 
cause some effort was justified 
and because an immediate over 
call in either red suit might be 
more dangerous. 

West opened the spade king 
against three clubs doubled and, 
on sight of dummy, shifted to his 
singleton trump. East's jack 
forced South’s ace. South then led 
the spade queen through West, 
perhaps with the hope of dropping 
a doubleton jack from the East 
hand. There was no such luck, 
however. Dummy’s trump queen 
ruffed away West’s spade ace, and 
South ther led a diamond to the 
king. West won and cashed the 
spade jack, giving East the chance 
to “dump” a heart. Then West 
led a low spade, which East 
ruffed. East returned his heart 
jack. The upshot was that South 
could not cash two heart tricks, 
nor make a great number of his 
own trumps, and so went down. 

The save could have been made 
to pay handsomely. At the third 
trick South should have laid down 
the diamond king. West might as 
well win and return a diamond. 
The queen wins, and South ruffs 
a diamond. He then ruffs a spade 
with the club queen, ruffs another 
diamond, and cashes the two top 
hearts. Now he leads anything 
from dummy, and must make his 
still-guarded club ten, for his 
eighth trick. 

A penalty of only 200 points 
would have been well worth while, 
since East could have made two 
spades.
